Statistic? are based on date), collected via two of 
the four surveys of the common Core of Data conducted annually by the 
National Center for Education Statistics and provided by state 
education agencies from their administrative records. Information is 
presented in tabular form for each of the following parameters: (1) 
school membership by grade and state? (2) student-teac^^. r ratio, 
student membership, and teachers by grade level and state? (3) number 
of staff employed in school systems and percentage of total staff by 
category and state? (4) number of gj-aduates, I2th-grade student 
membership, and 9th-grade student -jiembership, 3 years earlier, by 
state? (5) change in number of graduates and 12th-grade student 
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expenditures by state. Appendix A presents 12 tables with revised 
final tabulations for the scnool and fiscal years.

Introduction 

This r^)ort presents information on public elestentary and secondary 
schools for the 1989-90 school year and the 1989 fiscal year. It also 
includes an a^jendix containing final revised data for the 1988-89 school 
year and the 1988 fiscal year. The statistics are based on data collected 
through two of the four surveys of the oomaon Core of Data (cxas) conducted 
annxially by the U.S. Deparianent of Education's National Center for 
Education Statistics (NCBS). 

Data for this report were provided by state ediaation agencies (SEAs) 
frcm their attainistrative reoords. MCES and the SEAs work cooperatively 
to assure ocnparability between data elonents requested and reported, 
iif jh state's CCD Coordinator was sent a oc^ of the previous year's 
nonf iscal data r^rt for his or her state with the request to update the 
data with currently available information and retiui* it to NCES. Fiscal 
data were reported on a revised and expanded survey form this year. 



Methodology 

The sources of data for this r^rt are the "State Nonf iscal Survey of 
Public Ele«ent<iry and secondary Education" and "The National Public 
Editcation Financial Survey" of the CCD series. Responses to these surveys 
were due to NCES Viarch 15, 1990, fran SEAs in t!;ts 50 states, the District 
of Columbia, and the five outlying areas under U.S. jurisdiction. 

In oonpiling these data from administrative record systems, each SEA 
obtains data frcw the locea education agencies (UEAs) that operate public 
schools. Each SEA may edit or examine the individual IZA r^)orts before 
oanputing state Lotals. The data reported to NCES were edited, corrected 
if necessary, and incorporated into the file as of S^tember 4, 1990. 
Membership counts may vary slightly from state to state because SEAs were 
requested to provide counts "as of»» the school day closest to October 2. 

student menibership. Differences in state education policy can affect 
the compaurability of data items across states. For example, some slates 
cl2issify a portion of their students as "ungraded," while other states do 
not recognize this category and apportion all students to a numbered grade 
(typically on the basis of the student's age) . :\gain, some states offer a 
variety of exit credentials for students completing different secondary 
programs or requirements. Other states issue a single diploma^ regardless 
of the program or course requirements rvmpieted by a student. 

Survey chancres. The FY 1989 fiscal data reflect two major c^ianges in 
SEA r^>orts. The first is the introduction of the expanded fiscal 
instrument, "The National Public i^jucation Financial Survey," which 
collects more detailed information than did its predecessor, "Revenues and 
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current Sxpendittires for public Elementary and Secondary Education," used 
fxxxG 1982 through 1989. Hie second innovation is individualized 
"cn^swalk** procedures that ocmvert a state's existing accounting reports 
to the federal standard, as indicated in 'Tinancial Accounting for Local 
and state School Systems, 1990." MCES pr^ared these crosswallcs for 38 
states in 1990. 

Readers are cautioned MOT to oonpare revenue and expenditure number^. 
aE^>earing in tables 6-12 (fiscal year 1989} with those in tables A6-A1.^ 
(fiscal year 1988}, because of the substantial changes in the financial 
survey form between the two years. Two examples may hi"»? illustrate why 
even apparently coiit>arable items should not be contrasted. 

Total current expenditures for employee benefits appear to increase 
from $25.0 billion in FY8d (table A12} to $27.5 billion in FY89 (table 
12) . This is probably an imder^timate of cihange, because the Fy89 figure 
does not contain the enployee benefits for noninstruction personnel 
[defined by KCES as food service enployees ai»S enterprise operations] , 
while £788 does contain noninstructional personnel eoployee benefit 
expendittares. The new FY89 survey form singly requested all expenditures 
for noninstruction, rather than asJdng for salary and fringe benefit 
detail that could be included in table 12. 

A second example appears when comparing table 9 (Fy89) and table A9 
(Fy88) . In oonparing those two tabl«3, it appears that instruction, as a 
percent of total current expenditures, drt^^ed from 61.7 percent to 58.5 
percent. However, table 9 includes a new oolinsn, '"Direct Sv^iport 
Expenditures," 7i^>resenting 3.5 percent of total current e>5>enditures. 
Prior to Fy89, state education agency respondents placed the total state 
ei^>enditure for enployee benefits into a single category, such as 
instruction, with the advent of the Fy89 fiscal survey, states could 
record such a total expenditure under '"DirBCt Support." 

I mputed data. Where necessary, national totals have been inputed by 
dividing current-year totals for r^orting states by previous-year totals 
for the same states to yield change ratios. C!hange ratios are then 
multiplied by corresponding national totals for the previous year to 
produce inpited national totals for the current year. In all tables, the 
notation »»—»» r^resents data missing or not available. 

In table 12, national totals for current eoipenditures for employee 
benefits for instruction, and current ejq)enditures for euployee benefits 
for support services were iipjted. Connecticut and New Jersey were able 
to provide current eaqjenditures for enployee benefits for instruction and 
si^^rt services combined, but not for each of the two categories. In 
imputing the national total for these categories the combined r^orts for 
Connecticut and New Jersey were disuibuted across the two categories 
pn^rtional to the distribution b*rcd on data from all r^)orting states 
and the District of coltnibia. 



In table 13, national totals for total current expenditures, capital 
outlay eoqienditures and facilities acquisition expenditures vece in^ted 
based on the current year data. The i]Eputati<m was based on data from 
only tlK>se states tliat su^^rted facilities aoguisitioi througtx public 
education funds. States with no such funds, such as those in which 
facilities aoquisiticai is the r^pcmsibility of ooranunities, were 
considered qualitatively different frcm those that r^rted scne public 
education expenditure greater than zero for facilities aojuisiticm. The 
total ratio of facilities acquisition to total current eatpenditures for 
states r^orting facilities acquisition greater than zero was detexmined. 
values for states r^rting missing values for facilities acquisition w«»i-e 
derived by multiplying this ratio by total current expenditures for those 
states (Missouri, Mev Jersey, and Washington) . Total current expenditures 
plias capital outlay estpenditur^ for these states was detexmined by 
summing total current, facilities acquisition and equipment expenditure 
figures. These valu^ were used to ijipute natioxud tot2ds, but are not 
shown for the individual states. 

Average did.lv atterrfance . un^r Chs^ter 1 of the Education 
Consolidation and IjErproven^nt Act of 1981 (PUblic Law 97-35), states are 
to provi^ average daily attendance in accordance with state law. in the 
absence of state law, states use a definition providai by NCES; there^ ~e, 
data on average daily atteiuiance may not be oooparable across states. 

School c onplet ion data . There are three indi«s for each state in 
table 5. The ratio of the number of regular high school graduates in 
1988-89 to the number in 1987-88 is multiplied by 100 and is the first 
index shown. This index r^resents the increase (value? greater than loO) 
or the decrease (values less than 100) in numbers of reguleu: high school 
graduates from 1987-83 to 1988-89. This indicator of increase oi decrease 
may be misleading by itself, since states' nenberShip bases ^raxy from year 
to year, thus changing the pool of potential graduates. There are several 
ways to adjust the xmoorrected ratios to oonpensate for this. The 
approach taken here is based on 12th-grade membership in the two school 
years. The ratio, multiplied by 100, of the 1988-89 manbership in grade 
12 to the grade 12 membership in 1987-88 is given. As with graduates, an 
increase is indicated by values greater than 100 and a decrease is 
indicated by values less than 100. The membership ratio is then used as a 
correc'^ion factor to yield the adjusted ratio of graduates. This value, 
shown as the "graduate change index, »• is multiplied by 100 for ease of 
interpretation. Values greater than 100 indicate that the number of 
graduates is increasing faster than the 12th-grade moidbership. For 
example, table 5 shows that the nujnber of graduates decreased for the 
total United states in 1989 but that there was also a smaller pool of 
twelfth graders. 

Definitions 

The follcwing list Jefines the key terms used in this r^orts 

Avera ge daily attendance (ADA) — The aggregate days of attendance by 
students of a given s<diool during a given reporting period divided by 
the nuBiber of days in session during this period; or attendance 
determined in accordance with state law. 
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Cur rent e«pe nditureS"-EKpenditurM for the accounting functions of 
instruction, sv^^rt services, ai»3 noninstxuctional services for 
salaries, employee benefits, purc^iased services, and si^lief • Alsf.-) 
included are payn^ts by the state made for or on behalf of sctool 
s^tens. This does not include expenditure for debt service, capital 
outlay, or prc^>erty (i.e., equipment). Hsad Start, adult education, 
ocnnamity colleges and oocnnunity services are not included. 

Debt service e3 q)enditur«s — E3q)enditures paid (principal and interest) 
for local education agency long-term (exceeding one year) loan 
obligations* 

Direct support expenditvures — Expenditures cade by a state for the 
benefit of the lEk, or contributions of equipnient or supplies, such 
expenditiires include those for the enployer's contribution to IEH 
staff st^te pension funds, and contributions of property (equipsent) 
and su^}lies such as school buses and textbooks. 

Eq uipment ex penditures— Expenditures for the initial and additional 
purchase and r^lacentent of eguipnent, such as machinery, furniture 
and fixtures, and vehicles; for all functions: instruction, support 
services, noxiinstmction, direct program saipport, facilities 
aoguisition, contiunity services and direct cost programs. 

E xpenditu res by the state for/on be half of school districts — I^yments 
made by a state for the benefit of the LEA, or contributions of equip- 
ment or sillies. Such expenditures include the payment of a pension 
fund by the state on behalf of an LEA enployee for services tendered 
to the LEA; contributions of fijced assets (property, plant, and equip- 
ment) such as school buses and textboo}cs. 

Faci lities ac quisition (iK>nproperty expenditures) — Buildings built 
and alterations performed by the LEA's own staff. Does NOT include 
expenditures for land and improvements, or for acquiring existing 
buildings, or for e^oipment. 

F iscal ysar — For most SEAs and LEAs, the 12-iiionth period beginning 
July 1 and ending June 30. 

Fixed charcres— Bnployee benefits paid on behcdf of employees, 
including employer oortributions to retirement systems, Fics^, health 
and life insiorance premiums, workmen's ocapensation, and other 
personnel benefits; and other fixed charges, such as payments for 
liability and casualty insurance premiums, rental, interest on 
short-term current loans, and judgments against loceil agencies. 

Guid ance coun s elors/dir ectors— Professional staff members assigned 
sp<K:ific duties and school tiine to activities involving counseling 
students and parentis. 



High school equivalency recipients — Count of individuals from this 
agency age 19 or younger who have received a high scdiool equivalency 
certificate during the previcms school year and subsequent s»anner 
school. 

Instructional aide s— Those staff nertbers assigned to assist a teacher 
with routine activities associated with teacSiing. 

mstn^ctional expenditures ^-Eaqaendifcures for etctivities dealing 
directly with the interaction between students and teachers (salaries, 
including sabbatical leave, anployee benefits, purchased instructional 
services and sillies) . 

K — Kindergarten, 

jteitoership — The count of students on the current roll taken on the 
school day closest to October 1 by using either 1) the sum of original 
entries and reentries minus total withdrawals, or 2) the sum of the 
total present and the total absent. 

Noninstructional services expenditiures — Expenditures for food service 
operations and other auxilicury enterprise c^jerations ('oookstore and 
interscholastic athletics), excluding comnunity services (e.g., child 
care or swimming pool) . 

Offic ials an d administrators — Chief executive officers of the 
education agencies, including si^)erintendents, d^uty and assistant 
si;?>erintendents, and other persons with district-wide responsibilities 
(e.g., business managers, administrative assistants, professional 
instructional support staff, Ch^ter I coordinators, and home 
eoononics supervisors) . 

ot her dip l oma reci pients— Ooimt of individuals who received a diploma 
f rem other than the regiaar school program during the previous school 
yeeu: and subsequent summer school. 

Other high s cho ol ccmpleter s — Count of individuals who have received 
a certificate of attendance or other certificate of completion in lieu 
of a diploma during the previous scliool year and subsequent sumner 
school. 

Other su pport staff -^Ml other staff who serve in a support capacity 
and are not included in the categories of central office 
administrative si^jport, library si^pport, or sclKjm. administrative 
SKtpgort (e.g., social workers, bus drivers, and health, maintenance, 
seoirity, and cafeteria workers) . 

FK — Prekindergarten . 
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Prekindeiqartan students — Those students vbo are enxolled in a gzoi^ 
or class that is peurt of a public school pi^ogram taught cturing the 
year or years preceding kindergarten, excluding Head Start students. 

Regular diploma graduates — individuals \Ax> received a regular diploma 
recognizing the oonpletion of s(sv jndary school requirements diring the 
previous scIksoI year and suteequent susmer school. Excludes high 
school equivalency and other diploma recipients, and other high school 
oonpleters (e.g., those granted a certificate of attendance). 

Revenues — Increases *n the net current assets of a government fund 
type fxcm other than expenditure refunds and residua? equity 
transfers, iteported as revenues fraa local, intennediate, state and 
federal sources. 

R evenues from federal sources — includes direct grants-in-sdd from 
the federal govemn^t; federal grants-in~aid through the state or an 
intexmediate agency; and otl^ revenue such as that received in lieu 
of taxes because the tax base was not subject to taxation. 

Revenues from intermediate sour ces— Revenues fr«n an educational 
government agency, which should have ind^endent fund-raising 
c£^>ability, that is not a local education or state agency (e.g., Vew 
York's Board of Ooc^ierative Educational Services, or BOCES) . 

Revenues from locaJ scrjxces — Revenues from local goveiTsaent or other 
or other local sources, including local prc^>erty and non-property tax 
revenues; tuition; transportation; revenues from food services, 
student activities, and textbook sales; donations; and prr^)erty 
rentaj.s. 

Revenues from state sources — Revenues from a state gcvemment source, 
including those t'lat can be used without restriction; those for 
categorical purposes; revenues in lieu of taxation. 

School administrators — staff members i^se activitl^ are concerned 
with directing and managing the operation of a particular school, 
including principals, assistant pxrincipals, other assistants, and 
those who si?>ervise school operations, assign duties to staff nwrtbers, 
si$>ervise and maintain the records of the school, and coordinate 
school instructionzJ. activities with those of the education agency, 
including d^artment chairpersons. 

state education agency — The agency of the state charged with primary 
responsibility for coordinating and supervising public instruction 
including the setting of standards for elementary and secondary 
instructional programs. 

Su pport services expenditures — Expenditures for student support 
services (attendance, guidance, health, speech, and psycihological) , 
staff si^^rt services (iitprovement of instruction, and educsa.tional
